How does typhoid get entrance into 
the body? 

The witness who said William Dar- 
ling Shepherd asked him that question 
testified to it yesterday in court where | 
Shepherd is on trial charged with kill- 
ing William McClintock by administer- 
ing typhoid germs to the millionaire 
youth. Immediately there followed a 
fierce attack upon the witness, Dr. 
Amante Rongetti, 800 South Ashland 
avenue. 

This testimony is one of the state’s 
principal points of proof and it fol- 
lowed evidence yesterday that Shep- 
herd expected to get a lot of money 
from the McClintock estate. Then-- 
to show that he did get it, or will get 
it if all goes well—the state introduced 
the will of the 21 year old millionaire 
who made Shepherd his sole heir, re- 
questing only that he give $8,000 yearly | 
to Miss Isabelle Pope, the girl to whom 
he was engaged to be married. 

Long Evidence to Show Motive.

| Some of the downstate legislators talk as if Cook 
| doumty stood alone in the fight against under- 
representation: We are not thinking now of the in- 
justice which is being done to East St. Louis and 
other thriving cities, but rather to the injustice 
which is being worked upon the counties neigh- 
boring Cook in the northeastern end of the state. 
When the legislature refuses to grant a reappor- 
tionment and opposes home rule of utilities, it is 
adding Lake, McHenry, Du Page, and Will coun- 
ties to the list of those which are wronged. 

We believe there are, speaking broadly, two 
divisions in the state. Our complaint is that the 
down-staters think that the northeastern counties 
are the paying counties and their inhabitants the 
state’s incompetents. In view of the fact that the 
counties in the southern and central portions of 
the state benefit from the discrimination, we can 
see how it is to their immediate interest to con- 
tinue the present injustices. At the same time 
it is difficult to see why the representatives of the 
counties neighboring Cook should so often be 
found at the side of the down-staters rather than at 
the side of Chicago. 

It ought to be unnecessary to point out that in 
the long run the neighboring counties, too, will 
find themselves hampered by downstate politicians, 
just as Cook county is now. That condition, in 
fact, exists already. All the northeastern end of 
the state is growing more rapidly in population 
and in wealth than are the rural districts to the 
south. Cook county offers the extreme example 
at the moment, but the increase in suburban pop 1- 
lation in all the neighboring counties is phenom-

REMARKS TO MEXICO. 


The secretary of state's forma] statement on 


it is succinct and candid. It is an emphatic re- 
statement of our intention to discourage revolution 
in Mexico and to give support to the present con- 
stitutional régime as long as it shows @ sense of 
responsibility for Mexico's international obligations 
and ability to maintain conditions of civilized order 
in that country. 

We think that is the proper basis for a practical 
policy. Our ambassador to Mexico, Mr. Sheffield, 
has been home, obviously for the purpose of talk- 
ing the situation over with Mr. Kellogg and the 
latter’s public statement must be taken as a delib- 
erate notice that the present administration will 
not tolerate another upheaval in the futile style 
of Mexican revolution. On the other hand it is 
intimated the settlement of American claims is 
not in a quite satisfactory situation and that the 
Mexican tradition of mafiana will not be sympa- 
thetically received much longer.

1. Smoke is harmful. Soft coa] makes more 
smoke, and emoke of a more harmful kind, 
than does hard coal. The domestic fire makes 
more smoke per pound of coal burned than 
does the industrial furnace. 

2. No. 

3. It increases the tendency to pneumonia, 
bronchitis, colds, consumption and rickets. 
Air that contains coal smoke is thought to 
be less harmful than air equally polluted 
with other foreign dusts. This is especially 
true of dirty air in relation to consumption.

by the trans-Atlantic liners. 

Until yesterday, so to speak, the 
only .way to get a car across the At- 
lantic was to crate it and send it as 
freight. Today sees your automobile 
classified as , and ac- 
cepted for shipment without crating 
at cost far below that of the old 
method. pe 

The procedure for shipping your car 
to Europe now is merely to drive it 
to the steamship pier at New York, 
indicate the boat by which you expect 
to sail, show your ticket, and get a 
check for the car as excess baggage. 

The steamship company attends to 
alj details of handling the car, and will 
deliver it on the dock at the European 
port, ready to drive.

Simple and effective methods devised 
for hoisting cars aboard the big ships, 
combined with the application of the 
garage idea of storage for the ocean 
voyage, make the shipment of the 
largest car an affair of safety and pre- 
cision.

Two factors are generally considered 
|of prime importance in determining 
whether or not a bond is a sound invest- 
ment. Thesé are the amount of security 
in back of the pond and the margin of 
safety in earnings. 

Considerable stress is laid on the im- | 
portance of having the bond well se- | 
cured, and rightly so. The value of the | 

property and assets securing the bond is- | 
sue should be sufficiently great to en-' 
tirely reimburse the bondholders ir the, 
event that foreclosure of mortgage or a | 
sale of the assets for that purpose should | 2 
become necessary. 

In that connection it should be remem- 
bered that properties will not always, 
bring the full amount of their valuation. ' 
In fact, if a sale of the properties and 
assets becomes necessary, they seldom 
do.

The infportance of earnings, therefore, 
is obvious. They are to a bond issue like 
the first line of defense in battle—as 
long as they are strong enough to carry 
the issue to a successful conclusion there 
is no need to fall back on the second 
line of defense, the security. 


Earnings, of course, vary considerably |. 


and cannot be predicted accurately. 
Their margin of safety, therefore, should 
be large. When a bond issue is floated, 
the earnings of the last previous year 
may be taken as a rough estimate of 
what they may reasonably be expected to 
be in the future. The earning history 
over-a period of years also further 
strengthens the estimate. 

It should be ascertained how many 
times these yearly earnings would cover 
the yearly charges on the company’s 
present funded debt including the new 
bond issue. It should also be noted 
whether or not there has been a healthy 
increase in the earnings from year to 
year, as indicating whether future earn- 
ings may reasonably be expected to in- 
crease or diminish. 

There are #ome unseciired obligations 
which, because of the habitually large 


est charges many titfes over] are a 
much sounder investment than the well 
secured obligations of another company 
whose earnings cover interest charges 
by a narrow margin only. 

Both security and earnings are im- 
portant factors in a bond issue and the 
ideal investment is one in which both 
are present to a high degree. But we 
regard earnings of greater importance 
than security, for an investment may be 
successful on earnings alone without se- 
curity, but it cannot be successful on se- 
curity alone without earnings.

| Made without Butter. 

Liberally defined, a sponge cake is 
one without butter. The angel cake is 
sometimes called a white sponge cake. 
You must call a sunshine cake by that 
name, or you will be corrected by some 
one, although it is really a sponge cake 
with more egg yolks than whites. 

Three egg sponge cake is one with 
some water or fruit juice to take the 
place of two eggs omitted. The larger 
sponge cake recipes are often divided 
and the product called a one egg or 
two egg sponge cake. These are just 
smaller cakes made of a smaller pro- 
portion of ingredients. They are pro- 
portionately ag rich and of the same 
quality as the larger cakes, and some: 
times it is worth while to make them. 

Expert cooks, or rather expert 
makers of sponge cake, are almost 
sure to have some little notion that 
thete is but one way of putting the 
ingredients together, and that way is, of 
course, their own. The important 
thing is the result, no matter what the 
method. Various methods are de 
scribed in the following recipes:

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ROOF THEME PREDOMINATING. 


S the roof is one of the most 
distinguishing marks of a home, 
Architect J. W. Lindstrom of 
Minneapolis has taken the roof 
theme as the predominating idea for 
the exterior design of the house pre- 
Sented today. Its widespread and in- 
terestingly interrupted lines give an 
idea of snug confort and cheer within, 
hard to express in any other way. 
The. material chosen for the roof 
carries out the idea of its dominance, 
for tile used in a roof gives a home 
an appearance of permanence and 
stability. 


A pleasing feature of the home, and 
me which blends well with the roof 
lines, is found in the unusual fireplace 
chimney, with its unique shoulder, 
spreading base and cap of roofing tile.

A fair examination of them, even ag they ha 
rovieed and mellowed, shows that they are full of cross

Houses without chimneys seem 
more natural to him than houses 
with them.

Most of the test questions I 
have examined show a defect that 
is more subtle. They were drawn 
up by college psychologists, which 
is to say, by pedagogues, and so 
the sort of inbetitesnce they favor’is the pedagogical kind. 
Any schoolma’am should thus be able to pass them. But I 
don’t believe schoolma’ama, as a class, are remarkable for 
their intelligence, nor do I believe that the kind of intelli- 
gence they actually show is very useful. Their training 
tends to make intellectual machines of them. Worse, it 
makes them machines of a low order, comparable to safety 
razors ,or roller skates. Their work in the world is not to 
play with ideas, but to inculcate what is official Whenever 
they show any sign of intellectual originality they quickly 
get into trouble. 

To set up such persons as the norms of human sapience 
is clearly full of folly. The intelligence tests devised by 
pedagogues go further and worse. They make it appear that 
the official superiors of the schoolma’ams—to wit, the super- 
intendents of schools, are fellows of extraordinary and even 
miraculous sagacity. But.every one knows that very few 
superintendents of schools have even ordinary common sense. 
They are, as a class, dunderheads, and nothing ever comes 


-out of them that is worth hearing.

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Wherein Nature 
Meets Acoustics 


By Edward Moore. 

HIS opera house,” said Otto H. Kahn last summer, 
“is like a fine old Stradivarius violin. It catches 
and reflects every sound, and I find that I am com- 
pelled to come here really to appreciate voices which 
I hear during the winter season at the Metropolitan.” 
He was speaking of Ravinia. 

“We would give almost anything in New York,” con- 
tinuep Mr. Kahn, “if we could 
build an opera house with acoustics 
like these at Ravinia. But we 
could not do it for $10,000,000. The 
New York building restrictions 
would not permit it. The acoustics 
here are the result of a happy acci- 
dent of nature.” 

Mr. Kahn would seem to be 
quite correct in his phraseology. 
Good acoustics m be a happy 
accident; otherwise there would 
not be so many halis that turn out 
unfortunately, with extra brilliant 
spots here, extra dull places there, 
an echo somewhere else. An arch- 
itect once explained to me that if 
sound issued only from a certain 
fixed spot, theater building would 
be easy. But instead it comes 
from a plane surface, the stage, 
and another plane, or series of ‘2r=wine by Carl Bohnen.j 
planes, the orchestra pit, thus making an infinite number of 
combinations for the sound waves to be absorbed, reflected, 
interfered with, and amplified. Those who have been in the 
Capitol building at Washington will remember a room where 
the acoustic accidents are amazing. And they say that in 
the Cologne cathedral, a lovely example of ecclesiastical 
architecture, it has been necessary to put in amplifiers and 
microphones in erder to hear in the nave any of the words 
spoken in the pulpit. 

But the accidents at Ravinia have all worked the other

way, and for the benefit of the audience. I have tested them 


several dozen times a season for a number of summers, in all 
parts inside the pavilion and out, when audiences were large 
and when they were small. I have even stood outside the 
grounds, over at the railroad tracks, and heard voices float 
through the air with perfect clarity.

Years Serve to Mellow It. 

Along back in 1905 the Ravinia structure was put up as 
a place for orchestral concerts. When, some years later, it 
was decided to change to operatic productions, the shell 
which inclosed the stage and served as a sounding board for 
the orchestra was removed to maké room for scenéry. Sur- 
prisingly enough, the building’s acoustic properties not only 
were not injured, but have actually improved from year to 
year. 

Mr. Eckstein explains that pine lumber of a peculiar 
quality was used in the building, and that the secret lies in 
that fact. It has weathered by nature from year to year, 
and each year it has been subjected to musical vibrations, 
with the same mellowing effect that works on violins after 


years of playing.

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Dominance of Fear. 


If it is thus difficult for the indi- 
vidual to throttle his feelings, it wil! 
be doubly difficult for the psychological 
brethren to detect their influence upon 
the results of intelligence tests. But 
I believe that it can be done. In the 
study of emotions, in fact, the psychol- 
ogists have already made far more 
progress than they have made in the 
study of purely mental processes, so 
called. Many of them have made elab- 
orate—and sometimes quite intelligent 
—investigationg of the effects of vari- 
ous familiar emotiona] appeals upon 
adults. Others have devoted them- 
selves to the study of the emotions of 
children, in whom purely mental 
processes, as in actors and evangelists, 
are feeble or absent. 

All of these inquiries Jead in the 
game direction: they indicate that 
the basic human emotion is that of 
fear. Here Dr. John B. Watson, the 
behaviorist, has gone the farthest. His 
studies show that a baby often shows 
fear a few hours after it is born, and 
that two things in particular alarm it: 
first, a loud noise, and, second, the 
sensation of falling. Not for a long 
while afterward is it capable of any 
aed emotion. It cannot love for 

mnths; it cannot hate until after it 
has learned how to love. Even rage 
comes after fear; a new born child is 
quite incapable of anger. But it be 
gins to be afraid the moment it opens 
its eyes for the first time, and it con- 
ae be afraid all the rest of its 


This dominance of fear in his psyche 
marks man.off from the other metazoa 
far more sharply than his so-called in- 
telligence. He is the most cowardly 
of all known animals, and by long odds. 
He is afraid of many things that never 
trouble even a rabbit or a rat—for ex- 
ample, ghosts, old age; and the dark. 
He fears not only the claws and 
hooves of his kind; he also fears their 
laughter, Throughout his history he 
has devoted himself laboriously to in- 
venting new bugaboos: policemen, theo- 
logians, bankruptcy, motor troubles, 
wood alcohol. His daily thinking, on 
whatever subject, is shot through with 
these fears. At least nine-tenths of 
it, indeed, is a more rationalization of 
them.

Bars to Clear Thinking. 

Thus it is useless to test his intelli- 
gence without taking account of them. 
He carries his fears into the examina- 
tion room, and they enter into every 
reaction recorded there. He carries, 
too, a great body of other emotions, 
most of them unknown to the other 
animals: envy, malice, pity, contempt, 
admiration, reverence, devotion—emo- 
tions, half emotions, and quasi-emo- 
tions. He has ambition. He has an 
esthetic sense. He can sweat morally 
as well as corporeally. He can im- 
agine saints, heroes, villains, cherubim, 
fleemons, bolsheviki, succubi. He can 
Blush. 

Obviously, a creature with a brain 
80 loaded—so intolerably stuffed and 
burdened—cannot achieve anything 
properly describable as clear thinking. 
The most his intellect can do is to

Sightless Senator Schall, 
Vows They've Best of It. 


| 

Washington, D. C., June 13.—[Spe- 
celal. ]}—Seeing by redio, apparently just 
around the corner for the rest of us, 
has already been accomplished by the 
blind, according to Uni States Sen- 
ator Thomas D. Schall of Minnesota, 
himself blind. Senator Schall, whose 
election was so hotly contested by his 
more or less famous predecessor, Mag: ' 
nus Johngon, declares the blind man | 


“ A blind man’s ears are his eyes as 
well,” said Senator Schall, who talks 
so fast that it would take two ordinary 
reporters to take down all he says. 
“ Because of the hundreds of Iittle 
things he hears which the uneducated 
ear cannot hear—each denoting a 
characteristic of the person speaking 
—he actually sees the person. 

Radio Talks to Blind Men. 

“And tmagine, if you can, what 
radio means to the old time blind man 
who had to hgve everything read to 
him. Today the radio talks to him, 
plays to him, sings to him, philoso- 
phizes to him. All wonderful things 
he couldn’t possibly get otherwise. 

“When the average listener on the 
radio wants to enjoy a fine piece of 
music to the fullest extent he sits back 
and closes his eyes. Why? Because 
he wants to shut out the outside world. 
Here he is at one with the blind man 
who knows what he probably doesn’t 
know, that sound vibrations are color 
and thought.. 

“The blind man is an expert listener. 
This is a job he is especially fitted 
for. There are all sorts of things to 
throw a seeing person off the track. 
A man may have on a fine suit of 
clothes and may have a carnation in 
his buttonhole and may smile confi- 
dently and puff out his chest.

Ten Rules Intended to 
Make You Happy. 


The question of summer Iistening 
engages the attention of set owners 
now, and with three months of warn 
weather ahead, according to all *.*' 
can be gathered, the prospect is dubi- 
ous so far as clarity is concerned. This 
situation has led Dr. Alfred N. Gold- 
} smith of the Radio Corporation of 
America, to write a few observations 
on this subject intended to cheer and 
guide set owners during the heated 
term.

9. Ask your radio dealer for advice: 
he can probably tell you what yow 
want to know and will. be glad to 
do so. The manufacturer of your set 
is also willing to help you get the de- 
sired results from its use. 

10. Do not throw away the direction 
sheets or booklet that came with your 
set:and with the tubes. Read all such
